/ Lotrd, when ſuch as had yot that principle were farre. from 
tuch;wosks of merey,- it pleaſed God to try them in the time 
ofthe Pox,, for ſome ot them did hazard their owne lives 
( for to them it js very mortall ) in obedience to the Com- 
mand of the Lord, to ſhew mercy to them that were ficke, 
and ſome were infe&ed thereby , and fell-jicke and lay with 
much chearetullnefſe and patience under Gods hand, and 
through the Lords mercy are well againes others who did 
(htw mercy in that caſe eſcaped the ficknefſe to the praiſe;of 
God. Likewiſe God is pleated totry their Charitie by an old 
Paraliticke or Palfie ficke-man,whoſe owne Children being 
prophane and tyred with the burthen of him ( his retentive 
power of houlding excrements being looſened ) and having. 
a looſeneſle, itomerimes he is very noyfome and burthenſome) 
they forſooke him, and he had perithed, but that the Lord 
Ricred up (by the word of his grace) their hearts to ſhew mer- 
cy to him, for he was while he +vas jicke at fix ſhilling a weeke 
charge, tor wee offered twelve-pcnce a night to any to tend 
him, and for meere hyre none wouid abide it, but out of mer- 
cy and Charity ſome of the Families did take care of him, 
and gave freely ſome weeks, and others were paid out of their 
publique money, namely, ſuch as hath been taken off, ſuch as 
have been Tranſgreſſors by Fine or Mul&@: and ftill he isat 
fonre ſhillings a weeke charge being better in health, in ſo 
much that all their publique money is ſpent, and much more, 
ard wee have-Colle&ions among them for the ſame uſe. The 
old man whohath been and ftill is wiſe, doth wiſely teſtifie 
chat their love is fincere, and that they truely pray to God, 
2nd hope ſo doth he, and ſhall be ſaved. I could with a word 
ſpeaking in our Churches have this poore wan relieved, bur 1 
de nor, beceuſe I thinke the Lord hath doneit, for the tryall 
ot theig gr ace. and exercile of their love, ard to traine them up 
in works of Charitie, and in the way of Chrilt to —_ Col» ; 
| eAions 
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| . intended worke, to gather a Church among them, Io him

leftions for the poore, I] ſee how the Lord provideth to fur- 
ther the progrefſe of the Goſpel, by theſe tryalls and afliQi- 
os, RP be more paſſages of this winters worke, where- 
in theLord hath taughc us by the Crofſe. For one of our firft 
andprincipall men is dead , which though it be a. great blow 
and damping to*ourworke in ſomeRelſpetts , yet the Lord 
hath not lefr the reft to diſcouragement thereby , nay the 
worke is greatly furchered, for he made fo gracious an end- 
of his life, and imbraced death with ſuch holy ſubmiſſion to 
the Lord, and was-ſolittle terrihed art it, as that it hath great- 
1z ftrengehened the Faith of the living to'be canſtant, and not 
to feare death, greatly commending of the death of 1Yamporaz;” 
for that was his name,l thinke he did more good by his death, . 
then he.could have done by his life : one of his ſayings was, 
That :God giveth us three mercies in this world ; the firſt is 
health and /firength;. the ſecond is food and<cloaths ; the.third 
is ficknefle and deach ; and when wee have had cur (hare in the 
two firſt, why ſhould wee not be willing to take our part in 
the third? for his parthe was : 1 heard him ſpeake thus, and 
at other times alſo, and at his laſt he ſo ſpake, and it ſo tooke 
with them, that T'obſerve it in their prayers, that they ſo 
reckon up Gods diipenſations to-them, his laſt words which” 
be {pake jn this world were theſe ; Jehova Aninnumah Feſus* 
. Chriſt, f that is /) Oh, Lord, give mee Jeſus Chrift ; and when 
he could ſpeake nv more, he continued to lift up his hands to 
| Heaven, according as*his.ftrengrh laſted, unto his laſt breath ; 
ſo tha: they ſay of him the dyed praying z when viſited him 
the laſt rime that 1 ſaw hinr.in this world (not doubting bur I 
ſhall ſee him againe with Chriſt in Glory ) one of his ſayings 
was this : Foure yeares. and a Quarrter 'fince, I came to your 
houſe, and brought ſome of our Children to dwell with the 
Engliſh, now 1 dye, I ſtrongly intreate you ( for that is their 
phraſe) that you would ftrongly intreate Elder, Heath ( with 
whom his Sonne liveth ) and the reft, which have our Chil- 
\-dren, that they may be taught to know God, ſo as that they 
may teach their Countrymen, becauſe ſuch an example would 
doe great good among them , his heart was much upon our

1 greatly deſired that he might live ( if it were Gods will ) to 
be one in that worke, but if he ſhould now dye he ſhould goe 
£0 a better Church, where Abraham and Tſaack and Facob, and 
Moſes, and all the dead Saints were vvith Jeſus Chriſt in the 
preſence of God in all happinefſe and Glory ; he ſaid he fea- 
red not.death,he was .vvilling todye,and turning to the Com. 
pany .vvhich vyere preſent , he ſpake unto them thus ; I now 
ſball dye, but Feſus Chriſt calleth you that live to goe to Na- 
ticke, that there the Lord might rule over you, that you might 
make a Church, and have the Ordinance of God among you , 
believe in bis Word, and doe as bee commandeth you : With 
many ſuch vvords exhorting them , vvhich they could not 
heare vvichout vveeping. A little before his death he ſpake 
many gracious vvords unto them , vvherein one paſſage vyas 
this ; Some delight to heare and ſpeake idle and fooliſh words, 
but T deſire to heare and fpeake onely th? words of God , ex- 
borting them ſo to doe likewiſe + his gracious vyords vverc 
acceptable and affe&ing, that vyhereas they uſed to fly and a- 
yoyd vvith terrour ſuch as lye dying , novv on the contrary 
they flocked together to heare his dying vvords, whoſe death 
and buriall they beheld vvith many teares;z nor am I able to 
vvritehis Storie without vveeping. | 
Another aftlition and damping to our vvorke yyas this, 


that it hath pleaſed God to take avvay that Indian vvho'\vvas 


moſt a&ive in Carpentrey, and who had framed mee an houſe 
with a little direQion of ſome Engliſh, whom I ſometime pro- 
cured to goe with mee to guide him,and to ſet out his worke: 
hee dyed of the Pox this winter, ſo that our houſe lyeth, not 
yet raiſed, vvhich maketh my aboade amongſt them more dif- 
ficult, and my tarriance ſhorter then elſe I vvould, but the 
-.ord helpeth mee to remember that hehath ſaid , Endure thou 
hardneſſe as a, good Souldier of Jeſus. Chriſt, Theſe are ſome of 
the gracious tryalls and Corre&ions the Lord hath exer- 
ciſed us withall, yet he hath mingled them with much Jove 
and favour 'in other reſpe&s; for it hath pleaſed God this 
winter much to inlarge the abilitie of him whoſe helpe I uſe 
in tranſlating the Scriptures, which I account a great furthe- 
rance of that which I moſt dcfre,namely,to communicate un- 
to 
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to them as much of the Scriptures in their owne language as 1 
am able. Beſides, it hath pleaſed God to ſtirre up the hearts of 


.many of them this winter to learne to reade and write, where- 


in they doe very much profit with a very little helpe, eſpecial- 
ly ſome of them, for they are very ingenuous. And whereas 
I had thoughts that vvee muſt have an Engliſhman to be their 
Schoole-Mafſter, I now hope that the Lord will raiſe up ſome 
of themſclves,and enable them unto that worke, with my care 
to teach them well in the reaſon of the ſounds of Letters and 
ſpelling,I cruſt in the Lord that vvee ſhall have ſundry of them 
able to reade and write, who ſhall vyrite every man for him- 
ſe}fe ſo much of the Bible as the Lord ſhall pleaſe to enable me 
to tranſlate, Befides thoſe workes which concerne Religion 


and Learning, wee are alſo a doing (according to the meaſure 


of our day of ſmall things) in the civill part of chis worke 
wee have ſet out ſome part of the Towne in fſeverall Streets, 
meaſuring out and dividing of Lots, which I ſet them to doe 
and teach them how to doe it : many have planted Apple- 
T rees, and they have begun diverſe Orchards, its now plant- 
Ing-time, and they be full of buſineſſe, yet wee are doing ſome 
publicke workes ; the laſt weeke I appointed our Lefure to 
be at a Water which is a common paſſage, and where the Fiſh 


weecall Alewives come, there wee built a bridge, and made a 
wyre to catch Eiſh,. and being many of them, ſome wee ap- 
-pointed to one worke,and ſome to another, through the bleſ- 


ting of God wes. brought both theſe workes to perfeRtion.: 
wee alſo have begun a Pallizadoe Fort, in the midſt where- 


of wee intend a meeting-houſe and Schoole-houſe , but 


wee are in great want of Tooles, and many neceſfaries, and 
when wee cannot goe wee muſt be content to creepe ; this pre- 
ſerit weekeI am going to Pawtucket, the great Fiſhing place 
upon Merimek, where I heare ſundry doe expett my coming, 
with a purpoſe to ſubmit themſelves unto the Lords hand. 
Sir, 1 doe carneftly beg your prayers both for mee and for 
this worke of the Lord which he hath ſet mere abour,

It is my duty to let you underſtand how it pleafeth the Lord 
to proſper and proceed in this. worke of-his among the Indi- 
ans; for the promoting vvhereof you travaile with care and 
- Paines, thatſo you.may goe on-with the more Comfort , and 
the better know how to dire@ your prayers unto the Lord ins 
that bchalfe. I will got trouble you with rehearſall of ſach 
things as I have already this yeare written about unto our 
honoured Friend Mr Winflowe, fo farre'as I can call to mindg 
vyhat I wrote, hoping in the Lord that the Ships are ſafely ar- 
rived, and my L:tters come unto his hands. Iknow not whe-

I.ords mercy vvce have begun, though vyee cannot yet be con-« 
tant in it, vyvee have two men in ſome meaſure able to teach 
the youth vvith my gaidance, and inſpe&ion. And thus vvee 
order the Schoole : The Mafter daily prayeth among his 
Schollers, and inftrugerh them in Catechiſme, for which pur- 
poſe I have compiled a ſhore Catechiſme, and vyrote it in the 
Maſters booke, vyhich he can reade, and teach them ; and alſo 
allthe Copies he ſetteth his Schollers vvhen he teacheth them 
to write, are the Queſtions and Anſwers of the Catechiſme, 
that ſo the Children may be theenore prompt and ready there- 
in : wee aſpire to-no higher learning yer , but to ſpel], reade, 
and vyrite, that ſo they may be able to vvcite for themſelves 
ſach Scriptures as I have already , or hereafter may ( by the 
bleſſing of God )) tranſlate for them; for I have no hope to 
ſce the Bible tranſlated , mugh lefſe printed in my dayes. 
Therefore my chiefe care is to Communicate as much of the 
Scriptures as I can by vvriting : and further , my ſcope ſo to 
traine up both men and youths, that when they be in ſome 
meaſure inſtru&ed themſelves, they may be ſent forth to other 
parts of the Countrey, to traine-up and inſtruft others, even 
as they themſelves have been trained up and inſtruted. Tris 
onſideration doth make mee very carefull to put on the 
hoole, and attend it with what diligence I can, although 1 
cannot as yet doein it, whar. I defire, There be ſeverall provi- 
dences of God appearing to worke, which make mee:thinke 
that the moſt ſen and generall way of ſpreading the Go- 
Y 


ſpel will be byFemſelves , when ſo inftrued as I have above- 
mentioned ; Wfor my preaching, though ſuch whoſe hearts 
God hath bowed to attend, can picke up ſome knowledge by 
my broken expreſſions, yet I ſeethat it18 not ſo taking, and 
effe&uall to ftrangers,as their owne cxpreflions be, who natu- 
rally ſpeake unto them in their owne tongue. To the end 
therefore that they may be the better able to teach otherg, 
I doe traine them up, and exerciſe them therein : vvhen I am 
among them on the Lords dayes, appointing two, each Sab- 
both to exerciſe, and when they have done, then | proceed, 
> and affuredly 1 finde a good meaſure of abilitie in them, not 
onely in prayer ( wherein they _— my cxpeCtation ') bue

5n:memory to rehearſe ſuch Scriptures as I have read unto 


them and expounded ; to expound them alſo as they have. 
heard mee doe, and apply them. And now alſo the Schoole-: 


Maſter taking the care of catechizing the Children, I leavin 
that to him doe catechize the men,cxamining and trying their 
knowledge, which yer I am wary in doing, leaft I ſhould 


dampe and diſcourage the weake. Theſe things I attend with. 


the more intention, becauſe it ſeemeth to mee God will im- 
ploy theſe firft inſtru&ed to inftruft others, of which I have 
had ſundry experiences, ſomsl ſhall inſtance ; it pleaſed Mr 


VintbrepCſon unto our late Honoured Governour now at reſt ) 


to adviſe mee to ſend two diſcreete men to the greateſt and 
moſt potent Sachem among the Naraganſets, to anſwer ſuch 
Qacftions as they might propound, and to ftirre them up to 


call on God, I did accordingly, and ſent him a Preſent by- 


them; but the proud Sachem did little lefſe-then deſpiſe the 
offer, though hee tooke the Preſent ; So they thought they 


ſkould have returned without ſuccefſez but when they came 


among the people, eſpecially ſuch as were a little more re- 
mote from the great and proud ones, they received them with 
great gladneſſe ; one Company taking one of ours among 
them, others taking the other of our men amongſt them 
they asked them many Queſtions, expreſſed their readinefle to 
call upon God, if they had any to teach them : expreſſing like- 


wiſe that they did not expe theirSachems would pray toGod,' 


becauſe they vvere ſo proud : by which I doe m_— that the 
Lord is preparing a plentifull harveſt, and not 
but by many other Evidences. There is a great Countrey ly- 


ing betweene Cone&acott and the Maſſachuſets , called Nipnet,” 


where there be many Indians diſperſed , many of which have 
ſent to our Indians, deſiring that ſome may be ſent unto them 


to teach them to pray unto God. And ſometiftnes ſome of our 


b:{& men doe goc to ſeverall places for a little while, and re- 


eurne againe, and not without ſucceſſe, Theſe things being. 


ſo, the worke which vvee now have in hand will be as a pat- 
terne and Copic before them, to imitate in all the Countrey, 


both in civilizing them in their order, government , Law, - 


and in their Church proceedings and adminiſtrations ; and 
hence

hence great care Iyeth upon mee to ſet them right at firſt, to 
lay a ſure foundation for ſuch a building, as I foreſee will be 
built upon it, and in this matter I greatly need pray ; The or- 
der of proceeding with them, is fiſt to gather them together 
from their ſcattered courſe of life, to cohabitation and civill 
order and Government, and then to forme them ( the Lord 
having fitted them) inro viſible Church-ſtate, for the gui- 
dance whereof, I have inſtrufted them, that they ſhould looke 
anely into the Scriptures, and out of the word of God fetch 
all their Wiſedome, Lawes, and Government,and ſo ſhall they 
be the Lords people, and the Lord above ſhall Reigne over 
them, and governe them in all things by the word of his 
mouth. Sundry of theſe which pray unto God have formerly 
ſubje&ed themſelves unto the Engliſh ; So that in this Govern- 
ment among themſelves they doe reſerve themſelves in that 
poynt to owne them 3s their ſuperiours, to' make appeales 
unto them as neede may require, and experience for theſe 
many yeares ſhew , that though they have ſo ſubje&ted theme 
ſelves, yet the onely benefit they have is proteQion : as for 
hearing and determining their cauſes, the difference of lan« 
guage,and paucitie of Interpreters prohibits, and if their cau- 
ſes come, they be ſo longſome, and yer of ſmall importance, - 
that it is of neceſlitie, that either they muft have no govern» 
ment, as hitherto it hath been,or elſe they muſt have ic among 
themſelves. Beſides, all or many of their differences and cau- 
ſes they uſually brought to-mee, which was not convenient, 
and I was willing to avoyde : themſelves alſo found great 
need that ſome ſhould be over them, to judge their cauſes, and 
end differences, and much defired it. Therefore apon the ſixt 
day of the fixt Moneth of this preſent yeare ( their Pallizadoe 
Fort being finiſhed) they had a great meeting, and many came 
together fr6m diverſe parts, though ſundry were hindred and 
came not at that time, where, with prayer to God I read and 
expounded to them the 18th of Exodus, ( which I had done 
ſcverall times before) and finally they did ſolemnly chooſe 
two Rulers among themſelves, they ficſt choſe a Ruler of an 
Hundred , then they choſe two Kulers of Fitcies, then they 
choſe Ten or Tiching Men ( (I call them in Engliſh ) =o ſo 
| they 
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they were called ( as is reported ) in England, vvhen Englani 
did flouriſh happily under that kinde of Government, And 
laſtly, for that dayes worke every man choſe who ſhould be 
his Ruler of ten, the Rulers ſtanding in order, and every man. 
going to the man ke choſe, and it ſeemed unto mee as if I had 
icene ſcattered bones goe,:bone unto his bone, and ſo lived a 
civill politicall life, and the Lord was pleaſed to miniſter no 
{mall comfort unto my ſpirit, when I ſaw it. After this worke 
was ended, they did enter into.Covenant with God, and each 
Other, to be the Lords people,and to be governed by the word 
of the Lord in all things. The words of which Covenant are 
theſe in Engliſh, Wee doe give our ſelves and our Children unto God 
to be his people, Hee ſhall rule us in all our affuires , not onely in our 
Religion, anll affaires 9f the Church C theſe wee deſire as ſoone as wee 
can, if God will ) but alſo.in all our workes and affaires in this world, 
God ſhall rule over us. Iſa. 33.22. The Lordis our Fudge, the Lord 
#s our Law-giver, the Lord is our King, Hee will ſave us ; the Wiſe- 
dome which God hath taught us tn his Booke , that ſhall guide us and 
dire us inthe way, Oh Febovah, teach us wiſedome to finde out thy 
wiſedome in thy Scriptures, let the grace of Chriſt belpe us , becauſe 
Chriſt is the wiſedome of God, ſend thy Spirit ints our hearts, and let 
Zt teach ws, Lord take,us to be thy people, and let ws take thee to be our 
God. , 
This A of forming themſclves into the Government of 
God, andentring into this Government is the firft publique 
Record among the Indians, and for ought I know the fift that 
ever was among them : and now our next worke is to prepare 
them for Church-eftate, to which end I doe infiru@ them,that 
the Viſible Chucch of Chriſt is builded upon a lively confefli- 
on of Chriſt, and Covenanting to walke in all the Admini- 
ftrations of the publique worſhip of God, under the Govern- 
ment and Diſcipline of Jeſus Chriſt.” I doe therefore exhort 
thcm to try their hearts by the word of God to finde out what 
change the Lord hath wrought in their hearts , and this is the 
preſent vvorke vyee have in hand. 

Give mee leave ({ much honoured Friends ) to goe a little 
b:cke in my rclation, that I might be more particular,becauſe 
thele Letters 1 prepared in the fixt Moneth atcer they had __ 
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ſen thelr Officers, as I was propounding and teaching. them the 
; above-written Covenant, for that I did often before wee did 
4 ſolemnely accompliſh it,that ſo they might doe it as an AR of 
knowledge and faith. Now let mee relate the order of our 
proceeding: Having againeand againe read this Covenant to 
| them, and inſtructed them inthe meaning of it,it pleaſed God' 
| to wrack Mr Jebbers Ship at Conabaſſet, though the Lord dealt 
| favourably ; moſt goods were ſaved, though much ſpoyled : 
this was on the firſt day of the 7th Moneth , wherefore at a 
| LeAure at Natik on the 10th of the fame Moneth, I informed 
them of the plentifull ſupply which the Lord' had made your 
ſe]ves his inſtcuments to ſend unto them for the furtherance 
ofthis our worke, and alſo how the Lord had frowned upon 
- It, andundoubtedly it was a fruit of finne, and'therefore the * 
] Lordcalled them to repentance, and make peace with God: 
|. befdes wee were beginning a great worke of civill Cohabita- 
tion and Government, and they wanted wiſdome to carry on 
ſach a worke, and the Lord had promiſed, if any want w/ {me 
aske it of God,who gives liberally,citing that of Famer which I had 
formerly preached on. Moreover, wee were in preparation 
j for a Church-ſtate, and that was a great matter to ſecke the 
Lord in; and laſtly, they having choſen Rulers, and intend- 
ing to enter into a Covenant, to promiſe unto God to be his 
people, and to be ruled in all things by his Word. Gods ap- 
pointment is that ſuch a Covenant ſhould be entre into, in a 
ſolemne day of faſting and prayer, and all theſe cauſes con- 
curred, to put us on unto that worke. Now though wee ne- 
ver yet had kept ſuch a day unto the Lord, yet I had inſftcufted- 
them therein , for in the Spring wee had a generall day of hu- 
_ miliation inall the Churches; and thereupon they moved this 
| - queſtion ; Fhy the Engliſh often faſted arid prayed, and I never yet 
| taught them ſo to dee + to which Idid anſwer , by that of Chriſt 
| unto theDiſciples, but told them, that when wee ſet upon 
|. thegreat vvorkes of God to be his people, governed by his 
$ Word, and to gather a Church, then they ſhould be called of 
 -Godunto it, &c. and now it came to paſſe, my motion they 
deliberated on with ſome conference(as their manner is) and 
finally did conſent unto it, then I told them, ic was Ro 
ike i 
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they ſhould pray and teach that day ; ſundry of them and wee 
agreed, that all ſuch ag vvere called to be Rulers ſhould exer- 
cle that day , or ſo many as wee had tigie for- their exerciſe, 
Before that day came, even then when it was appointed Cut. 
ſhamoquin, the chiefe Sachem , and therefore cholen the chiefe 
( for hee is conftant in his profeſſion , though doubrfull in re- 
ipet of the throughnefle of his heart ) was in the Countrey 
neere Narraganſet, about appeaſing ſome ftrife among ſome $4- 
chems. In which Journey ſome of thoſe bad Indians and Cut- 
ſhamequin with them did buy much ſtrong Water at Gortons 
Plantation, and had a great drinking, from which the wiſer 
ſort did withdraw themſelves, bur Cutſhamequin was in it, 
though not unto drunkenneſle, yet his A& was ſcandalous. 
Before vvee ſolemnly appeared before God , and made the a- 
bove-written Covenant, I adviſed with Mr Cotton about it, 
and his Counſaile was to add theſe words in the beginning : 
Wee are the ſonnes of Adam , wee and our forefathers have a long 
time been loſt in our ſinnes , but now the mercy of the Lord beginneth 
to finde us out againe-z therefore the grace of Chriſt helping us, wee doe 
give our ſelves and our Children, &c. 

When the day came , this A& of Cutſhamoquin being broken 
Out, wee ſuffered not him to teach; onely he began the day 
with confeflion of his finne, and made a ſhort prayer, wherein 
he confeſſed, Satan a&ed in his heart, .begged pardon, and that 
the Spirit of God might dwell in him,and aft in him for time 
to come, and ſo ended. | 

Then another of them began with prayer, and for his Text 
tooke that in the 75*Þ of Luke 36. to the end, ( though they doe 
not know the Booke , Chapter, or Verſe, but diftinguiſh my 
Lefures by the firit materiall word in it ) Chriſt being invited by 
Symon the Phariſee, the Woman waſht his ftete with her teares, &c. 
At vvhich Symon ftumbling , Chriſt ſpake the parable.of the 
two Debtors, both freely forgiven, with the application, all 
which he repeated pretty well, and after his teaching he pray« 
ed againe and ended. The ſecond tooke for his Text the Lords 
Prayer. becauſe it is, ſaid he, a day of prayer. The third tooke 
for his Text the 7th of Matthew 19. to the end, Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit is cut downe, &c, Ard upon that pa 
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rable ofthe two. Builders, on the rocke the firſt, the other on 
the ſand, 8&c. By this time the day was well up, then I caughc 


. out of the grb of Ezra 3. & 9.where deſcribed a day of faſting, 


and the right carriage of it;yet by the parable of a Nut, 1 ſhew- 
ed that outward atts areas the ſhell, which is neceſſary , but a 
broken and believing heart is thekernell, and fo ended the fore- 
part of the day. After a little reſpite ( in whichtime a Q:<ftion 
came to mee , it it were lawtull ro take a pipe of Tobacco? )Jwe 
met againe, the firſt rook his Text, Fob. 3. 16. 22, and his Pre- 
face was, Treade or rehearſe this, and let every one reade it in his 
owne heart. The ſecond rook his Text, Matth, 13. 24. to 31. 


from the parable of him that ſowed good ſeed, and the enemie came 
and .while they ſlept ſawed tares, &c. The third took his Text, 
Luke 34. 4, 5, 6. ver. PrepareFJee the way. of the Lord , make his 
-paths ſtraight, &c. By this time nighc drew on, then I took for 


my Text, Deut. 29. andrhe 1. to 16. where Tſrael entred into 
Covenant with the Lord : and finally our Covenant in the 


forerecited words | expreſſed, and they joyntly conſented un- 
to ; firſt the Rulers, then all the people, then was the Colle&i- 
ons for the poore, and by dark night wee finiſhed our worke. 


Thus have I briefly deſcribed that bleſſed day wherein theſe 
poore ſoules ſolemnely became the people of theLord : this 
was on the 24*b day of the 7th Moneth, 165. 

Upon the 8b of the OF. Moneth, which was our next Lec- 


' ture( for it is in that place but once ina fortnight, | koulding 


aLe&ureecach other weeke ſtill at any other place ) it pleated 
our Governour with many others atteading him, to viſit our 
poore workts and day of ſmall things, where they viewed our 
houſe, our Fort, our Bridge, adviſed about a place for a Mill, 
&c. ) At the ſeaſon they came unto our Lecture, and obſerved 
the carriage and behaviour of things and men : among other 
things one of our Indians did (as we are wont) exerciſe, which 
they tooke ſo much notice of, and were ſo farre affe&ed with, 
as that it. pleaſed rhe Governour to advice me to write the ſub- 
ftance of that which he ſpake, which is as followeth ; his Text 
was Matth. 13. 44 45> 46- Againe, the Kingdome of beaven is like 
onto trea ure hid in a feild, the which when a man hath found, ke hi- 
deth and for joy thereof goeth and —_— all that be hath , and _— 
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the feild : 45. Againe, the Kingdome of heaven is like unto a Mar- 
ehant- man ſeeking goodly pearles : 46. Who when be had found one 
pearle of great price, be went and ſould all that he had and bought it, 
The ſubſtance of theſe words he did twice rehearſe, then for in- 
ficu&ion he firftpropounded what is this treaſure which is hid 
in a feild ? he anſwered it is Repentance for finne, faith in 
Chriſt, and-pardon of finne andall grace, as alſo praying 'to 
God, the worſhip of God, and his appointments, which are 
the meanes of Grace, on which he dilated, ſhewing what cx- 
cellent pearles theſe are, exhorting all to account ſo of them, 
and on thispoint-he did much infiſt : ſecondly, he asked what 
is the Feild where theſe pearles are to be found 2 he anſwered 
the Church of Chcift, which they did defire to conſtitute in this 
place, and to that end tome tlfither to dwell : Thirdly, he 
asked what is it to {ell all that a man hath to buy this Feild 2 
He anſwered, to part with all their ſinnes, and to part with all 
their 01d Cuſtomes, and to part with their friends and lands, 
or any thing which hindereth them from coming to that place, 
where they may gather a Church, and enjoy all theſe pearles; 
and here he inſiſted much to ſtirre them up,that nothing ſhould 
hinder them from Gathering together into this. place where 
they might enjoy ſuch a mercy. 

Then he procceded to the fecgnd parable, and his firſt Que- 
flion was, Who is the Marchant man, that feeketh goodly 
pearles ? he anſwered, ic is all you Indians which pray to God, 
and repent of finne , and come to heare the word of God, you 
come to ſeeke for excellent pearles; and here alſo he inſiſted: 
his ſecond Queſtion was, What is this pearle of great price? 
now in anſwer to this Queſtion he did not pitch it on Chrifh 
alone, and ſhew the worth and price of Chriſt : but he did 
pitch it on faith in Jeſus Chriſt, and repentance for finne, and 
food upon the excellency and neceſlitie thereof. And this was 
the greateſt defeQt t obſerved in his Exerciſe, which ſeeing I un« 
dertake to relate that which none but my ſelfe underftood, 1 
dare not bur truely relate, becauſe the Lord heard all, and I 
muſt give an account of this relation before him :His next que= 
ftion was, What is meant by all the Riches-he had ? he anſwe- 
%d, his-ſ1nnes, his evill Cuſtomes, his evill manners, in which 

| he 
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he formerly tooke much pleaſure ; And here hedilated alſo : 
Laſtly he asked how did he ſell them all, and buy the pearle ? 
he anſwered, by cafting away & forſaking all his finnes, mour- 
ning and repenting of them, praying to God, and believing in 
Jeſus Chrift. And here he fervently dilated , and ſo ended ; 
and this according to the beſt of my memory and obſervation, 
is the ſubſtance of what he delivered, Whereby you may ob- 
ſerve the manner of my teaching them , for they imitate mee, 


as for our method of preaching to the Engliſh by way of Do- 


Arine, yangen 5g uſe,neither have T liberty of ſpeech,for that 
way of teachtng being very unskilfull in their Language, nor 
kave they ſufficient abilitie of underſtanding to profic by it, 
ſo well as by this way, whereof you have herein a lice]

The next Letter good Reader ( for we place them accord- 
ing to their ſeverall dates )is one that came from Mr John 
Wilſon that reverend holy man, who is Paſtor of the Church 
of Chriſt at Boſton in New England, who accompanying 
the Governor, together with Mr Eliot and ſundry others 
to their new Towne built by the Converted Indians, where 
they purpoſe by Gods permiſſion to cohabite together, that ſo 
they may enjoy all thoſe Ordinances the Lord Jeſus bath 
left unto his Church. Now what M* Wilſon there ſaw, 
beard, and obſerved, that be hath written over to us, and we 
have publiſhed for thy information and conſolation. 


Hononred and ever deare Sir. 


IOuching the worke of God among the Indians, for 
EE ought I heare or ſee from them that are moſtcon- 
S312: verſant therein, as Mr Elizt, Mr Mahew, and Mr Le- 
Sat) verich, with whom I have mad? dilige1t enquiry 


proſperouſly ſucceed to their great encouragement, 
| - D2 and 
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and otirs in the Lord; There was here fome few weekes ſince, 
the prime Indian at Martbas Vineyard with Mr Mabewe (Humane- 
quinn ) a grave and ſolemne Man, with whom I had ſerious diſ- 
courſe, Mr Mahewe being preſent as Interpreter between. us, 
who is a.great proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and pratice of the things of Chriſt,and of Religion, 
much honoured and reyerenced, and attended by the reſt of the 
Indians there, who are ſolemnely Covenanted together,] know 
not how many, but between thirtie or fortie at the leaſt, and. 
receive none into their Fraternitie, or Combination, but thoſe 
which give good proofe of their upright defires;® their Con- 
ſcience, in their profeſſions and Converſations, who when Mr 
Mahewe cannot be with them (as at many ſet times he is ) duth 
m the weeke time inſiru& himſelfe from Mr Mabews mouth, 
and prepare for their inſtru&ion on the Lords day, which they 
conſcionably obſerve, and have their conſtant ſolemne meet. 
ings together : This man where he was, had communion on the: 
Lords day wich Mr Eliots Indians neere Dorcheſter Mil], unto 
whom he preached or declared what he had learned bimſelfe 
from the Scriprure, ſome4wo houres together, with ſolemne' 
prayer before and aftex, and then'ended with a Pſalme , fach as 
athome is wont to be ſang among his ufuall hearers. The 
Lords day after he was it our Aﬀembly ,. the Boate then being 
ready to carry him home by the next opportunitie ,.and truely 
my reyerence to him was fuch,as there being no.roome I pray- 
ed our brethren to receiye that goad Indian into-one. of theip 
pewes, which they did forenoone and afternoone,and at meale; 
I pexceived by him that he had underſtanding of what he heard, 
Mr Leverich being lately here and at my-houſe, (who alſo prea- 
ched at our new Church ) I conferred with him abauc the be- 
ginnings and progrefſe of the Lords worke, among his neigh- 
bouring Indians at Sandwich, and did-heare from-him, what did 
my heart good. And therefore when he tooke his leave of me 
I requeſted him that he would doe me the favour at hjsreturne- 
home, -to ſend me a briefe ftory of that good' hand of God 
which was there upon them, ab origine , which I thanke him he 
did ſoone after, and I thought not amiſle to incloſe It, as it 
came to me, being wricten with his own hand, not doubting 
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but. it would adde unto your rejoycing in the Lord. About a 
fortnight fince,there was a Le&ure ro be of Mr Eljot,at Naticke, 
thenew Indian Towne, where he uſeth frequently to preach co 
them , beſides what he doth neere home*( on either {ide ) and 
mapy times doth keepe the Lords day with them, whereof ha» 
ving ſome notice, and that the Governour Mr: Endicet intend» 
ed then to be there, my Colin Rawſon and I with ſome other, 
did prepare to ride thither, the Governour and his Sergeants 
lying at Dedbam, which is within ſeaven .or eight miles of the. 
TY and weat Mr Fackſons neere I/ateriowne-Mill )-.in like. 
diſtance in the next morning after we had been ſome houres 
there where we found Mr Eliot, and by that time we had view- 
ed all things, the Governour came with about twentie horſe= 
men from Dedham, and made a like view, after which the Lec- 
ture or Sermon began in the Fort, which the Indigns have made 
of whole trees very hanſome and firme ,* which 1s neere a faire 
houſe which the Indians have built after the Engliſh manner 
high and large ( no Engliſþ-mans hand.in ic , ſave that one day 
or two they had an Engliſh Carpenter with them to dire& a» 
bout the time of rearing, with chimneys in it ; In which Mr E- 
lit & thoſe which accompany him uſe to lye, and the Indiav- 
Schoole- Maſter was' there teaching the Children who oth. 
reade and ſpell very well himſelfe, and teacheth them to doe 
the like ( beſides writing ) and as there is a large Roome be. 
| Tow, fo there is a like chamber above, ina Corner whereof Mr 
Eliot hath a-litxr]e Roome incloſed, anda bed & bed-Ried there- 
in, and in the ſanze Chamber the Indians dae as in a Wardrope 
hang up their skinnes, and things of price, as counting them 
there to be very ſafe, as well when the dores be open , as when 
they be locked; they have laid out three long faire ſtreets there, 
two on this fide the River, and one on that, and have ſeverall 
houſe-lors apportioned {everally to every one, which doe or 
be to ir.habite there, and in many of them there are fruit-trees 
already planred,and they are building Engliſh houſes for them- 
ſe]ves, meane while living in Wigwams, whereof there is good 
ſtore neere the hill! {ide , at preſent there being a goodly plaine 
from the Towne towards Dedham } over the River ( thats, 
Charles Riyer) they have made a tirmethigh fogre-bridge a 
" _— ; OR | wile - 
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wiſe to walke to and fro, having heaped on the bottome tym- 
bers huge ſtones, the more to fortific it, and it was a great en- 
couragement to them , that the laft yeare, ( when a like bridge 
made by the Engliſh in the new Dedham Village called Medefield, 
ſamefoure or five miles from them ) was throwne downe by 
the force of the flouds or Ice, yet theirs did ſtand firme and - 
right. But to returne to the Fort, and to the bufines of the 
day, that is Round and Capacious, and they have prepared 
there a. large Canopie of Matts upon poles for Mr Eliot and 
the chiefe of his Company to fit under, and other ſorts for 
themſelves and other hearers. The Saneps or men by themſelves 
and the Squaes or women by themſelves,beſides the Engliſh then 
preſent, ( which were about thirtiec ) chere were I thinke not 
tewer then a hundred men women and young ones;among the 
Indians there be ſome greater proficients in knowledge, and of 
better utterance by farre then their fellowes, Grave and ſerious 
men, whom Mr Eliot hath trained up ( or the Lord rather by. 
his inſtructions and direftions ) to infra and exhort the reſt 
of the Indians in their Lords day and other meetings, when he 
cannat come to them himſelfe, There be ſome five of theſe, 
one of them was prepared before we came, and appointed to 
begin this Exerciſe : the further relation of the manner of this 
Indians bchaviour in preaching, together wich the ſubſtance of 
that Sermon being before ſer downe by Mr Eliot may be never 
omitted : other particulars in order to the exact deſcription of 
the Indian Fort and buildings in Mr Eliots Letter is defeRive. 
are here ſupplyed. This man being of middle age, and cladall 
in Engliſh apparell ( as moſt if not all others of them are ) fit- 
ting in the midſt, on a ſtoole, under the ſhelter, did begin with 
prayer very folemnely,ſtanding up for ſome haife quarter ofan 
houre, then fitting downe ſpake unto them of the ewo Para- 
bles, concerning the Feild wherein the treaſure hid , and the 
wiſe Marchant ſelling all for the pearle ; wee underſtood him 
not ( ſave Mr Fliot ) excepting now and then a word ar two, 
hediſcourſed to them ſome three quarters of an houre at the 
leaſt, with great devotion, gravitie, decency, readines and af- 
fection, and geſtures very becomming , and ſundry mentions 
he made Of Jeſus Chriſt, ſpecially in the beginning, and -_ 
wards 
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wards the ending, as if he were the ſcope of all, and the reſt of 
the Indians ; diverſe old men. and women, and the younger did 
joyne andattend with much Reverence, as if much affe&tcd 
therewith ; then he'ended with prayer as he beganne. Then 
Mr Eliot prayed and preached in the Indian Language for ſome 
houre more, about coming to Chriſt , and bearing his yoake, 
This Text was tranſlated by him from the Scriptuce into Eng- 
liſh, ſpeaking with much authoricie, and after his latter prayer 
the Indian Schoole- Maſter read out of his Booke one of the 
P ſalmes in meeter, line by line, tranſlated by Mr Eliot into Indi- 
an,all the men and women, &c. finging the ſame together in 
one of our ordinary Engliſh tunes. melodiouſly. L ſhould have 
faid that after Mr Eliots Sermon there were two or three grave 
Indians that propounded to Mr Eliot, each of them-a Queſtion, 
very pertinent to the matter he handled about the yoake of 
Chrift, and coming to Chriſt, which. he anſwered, interpre- 
ting unto'us both their Queſtions, and the ſumme of his owne 
Anſwers. After this the Lord did ſtirre up my heart to make 
an Exhortation tothe Indians, which Mr Eliot expounded to 
them, and alſo the Governours Speech, which God did flirre 
him up-too-unto the ſame purpoſe, declaring our joy to ſee 
ſuch beginnings, and warning them of the great danger if they 
ſhould decline from what they had already come unto, cither 
in their knowledge, afte&ion, or Chriſtian praftice , incoura- 
| ging them agaioft what might dampe or deterre. 

Then all of us taking us to our horſes left Mr Eliot and them 
together , the Governour and his Company to lye at Dedham, 
and the reſt of us when-wee had-rid two: or three miles with 
them did returne into our owne way towards our former lod-- 
ging, having been. every one of-us much refreſhed in our ſpi- 
rits in what we ſaw,8 were informed of, viz. of God amongft 
them. Nor. long before this, travelling with Mr Eliots brother 
T conferred in the way ſeriouſly with him about theſe Indians, 
for he uſeth to acc&mpany his brother, and is a right godly 
and diligent man , defiring to: know what ſolidity he found 
by experience in them. Who did acquaint mee that there was 
difference between them as between the Engliſh, ſome being lefle

Indians neere us; And ſometime after Mr Eliot invites mee to the 
ſame worke by his Letters: then I thought with my felfe I muſt 
ſtay, and began to taſt the motion wich more afteQtion, reſol» 
ving, that it God would pleaſe to fit up the roomes of others 
With the acceſle of ſuch forlorne Creatures, and bring in ſuch 
as wandred in the high wayes, lanes, and hedges; and Call in 
the lame, and halt, and blind, in ſtead of choſe Contemners, 
it would be a mercy ; and by no other reſpe&s in this world 
was my breaſt inclined unto this worke, and to attend God in 
ic. As touching the ſecond, for-matter of ſucceſſe- and incous 
ragement, I cannot but reckon this one, and that not the leaſt, 
that chough the Indian tongue be very difficult, irregular, and 
anomalous, and wherein I cannot meete with a Verbe Subſtan= 
tive as yer, nor any ſuch Particles, as ConjunCtions, &c, which 
are eſſentiall to the ſeverall ſorts of axioms, and conſequently 
toall rationall and perfe& diſcourſes, and that though their 
words are generally very long , even ſeſquipeddlia verba , yer I 
finde God helping , not onely my ſelfe to leatne and attaine 
\ More of it in a ſhort time, then I thinke I could or did of La- 
tine, Greeke, or Hebrew , in the like ſpace of time ,,when my 
memory was ftronger,& when all known rules ofArt are help- 
fall to faften ſuch notions in-the minde of the learner ; bat al- 
fo the Indians to underftand mee fully ( as they acknowledge ) 
fo farre as I have gone, I am'conſtrained by many ambages and 
circumlocutions to ſupply the former defe&t, to expreſſe my - 
ſelfe to them as I may. The next encouragement I may not 
without ground omit to mention Is this ,. that it pleaſeth God: 
to helpe ſome of theſe poore Creatures to looke over and be» 
yond the Examples of ſome of cur looſer fort of Engliſh, which 
Ilooke upon as a great ſlambling blocke to many. Ir's to he 
lamented that the name of God ſo generally profeſſed by thoſe 
looſer ſort of Engliſh, ſhould be ſo generally polluted by them, 
and blaſphemed by Heathens, through the occaſion of their 
Toofenes and deniall of the power of godlineffe, yet God gives 
ſome of theirs a ſpirit of diſcerning between precious and vile, 
and a ſpirit of Conviction, to acknowledge ( oh that ours 
would lay jt to heart ) there is no difference between the 'worlt

Indians, and ſuch Engliſh, ſaying , they are all one Tadians , yea 
and further, to put a like difference between ſuch Indians a- 
mong(t themſelves here and elfeiwhere, as appeare to be more 
ſerious in their Inquiries after God, and conlcientious accord- 
ing to their light , and ſuch others that are more (light, and 
meere pretenders to Religions. Thirdly, for more particular 
obſervations. 1, God hath brought ſome of them to a ſence 
of their finnes , and a feare of his juſtice, Here 1 ſhall inſert an 
example or two , one of them being to repeate ſuch Principles 
I had begun to traine them in, in a Catechitlticall way ( for my 
penury confines mee to this method at preſent, and I hope ic 
may be never«<he worſe for them) was a good while before he 
could ſpeake,having his countenance fad before ( andas I have 
underſtood fince a weeke together after our former exerciſe) 
and in ſpeaking the teares all the while trickling downe his 
Cheekes : After being demanded by mee what was the matter 
of his ſadneſſe, he anſwers mee, he did now underſtand that 
God was a juſt God, and tor him(elfe he had been very wicked, 
even from a childe. And another, whom I uſed as my Intec- 
preter-now and then in teaching them,falls ſuddenly and pub- 
liquely into a bitter paſſion, crying out, and wringing his 
hands, out of the like apprehenſion of his Condition , as he 
told meeafcerwards, and 1 finde no one of them (daring men) 
_ to ſpeake of their good hearts, but ſome more ſome lefſe ſenſt- 
ble of the Contrary. Secondly, God hath bronghe ſome of 
them to ſome Evangelicall Conviction, one acknowledging 
that though he and others leave their former evills, and ſhould 
Keepe Gods Commandements, yet without Chriſt they muſt 
goe to hell. Thirdly, Two or three of them have complained 
of the hardneſfle of their hearts, and are queſtioning of Reme= 
dies, Fourthly, Speaking to them of the mercy of God in 
Chrift, one of them tells publiquely it did him more good 
to heare of Chriſt, then to heare of all earthly good things, 
I would faine hope for ſeeds of Faith in ſuch. Fitthly, Two of 
them Edeale withall, particularly for perfonall evills, by name

Chriſt ; whereupon one of thefn fel! into. bitter weeping, pre- 
ſently the other though his heart was ſhut up at preſent, yet 
not long after,and with longer continuance ſayd,t have obſer- 
ved in others a ſence of temptations, ſpirituall bondage,which 
they expreſſed naturally thus ; one ſaich that he and the De- 
vill were all one Souldiers, and. this in. ſadnefle of ſpirit and 
ſpeech : another laying his hands upon his knees and hammes, 
complaines he was as a man tyed in Cords, and prayes'to God 
to beunluoſed, and in. generall they are obſerved divers of 
them to pray with much affetion, mourning; in ſo much. 
that they are in this reſpe& a wonderment to their Compani- 
ons, who.caquired what is the matter, why they doe ſo, &c. 

A fourth ericouragement to mee is this, I finde the Devill 
beftirring himſelfe, and betaking of himſelfe to his wonted 
pradtice of ſtirring up oppoſitions againſt this worke by his 
Inftcuments,as fearing the ruine of his Kingdome, their Coun- 
trymen.manifeſting their hatred,threatning they ſhallnot plane, 
hunt, &c. as before ; yea the Controverſie or enmitie rather 
ariſes between. Parents and Children, &c. Laſtly, and not long 
before I was laſt wich-you in the Bay upon a ſecond day in the 


. morning before they went away,there came to meto the num- 


ber of ewengie of them, voluntarily profeſling one by one their 
defire to. feare God, promiſing that they would leave their. 
fins ( ſom: intermixing acknowledgements of their fins and 
ignorance: and one.that Engliſh and Indians.knew ſhee had been 
very wicked ) hereunto calling Jehovah to witnes; and this to 
doe all their dayes, as long as they live : ſome bringing their 
Children, and cauſing them to make the like profeſſion; where- 
upon. | was the more ſtirred towards them in my 'ſpiric 
( though. L acknowledge I was loath to make an abſolute en-. 
gagement) to promiſe them I would endevour to be as kelp- 
full to them as I could in teaching them : which. when'T had 
done, they. gave mee thankes publiquely ; and iince this, they 
living ſome ſeaven miles from us, have built a Yigwam of pur- 
poſe neere our Towne to receive them when they come on the. 
tords.dayes ;and'truely Sir, they are ſo attentive-in lag, 
| that. 
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that. it grieves me I cannot ſpeake to them: as I'defire, they * 
ſeeming to be hungry, and I wanting bread for them. And. 
thus Sir, you have a naked Narration of our proceedings, 
with the events fallen out by Gods providence within not 
many monecths, Ic is 1 believe a day of ſmall things, and ſo- 
lookc at by our Engliſh many of them, who ſurely would have 
criſhed in their darkneſle, if all others ſhould have contemned 
them as they theſe, I pray God they periſh nor in the light, 
however I am reſolved to bable to them as I may , conſfiderin 
that out of the mouthes of babes God ordaines + 
found ſtrength to till the enemie, &c. the beginnings of Gods 
great works are often in great obſcuricie, where he appoints 
the end to be glorious. Alſo I remember one ſowes and ano- 
ther reaps, which where ever they be, ſuchas are faithfull ſhall 
rejayce together. I doubr not Sir, of your fervent prayers 
(which I doe further beg of you and others that know how to 
pitty loft ones ) for my ſelfe and poore Indians, that the Lord 
will proſper our endeavours this way, and water them with-- 
his abundant bleſſings in Jeſus Chriſt, that the day-ſpring 
from on high may viſit ſuch pooce ſoules as are in darkneſſe, 
and: the ſhadow of death, and bring. them to life in- Jeſus

I put it under my teete, and hope to trample ic downe in the 
duſt with the Devill and Pawwawnomas ( or imps) { throw it 
into.the fire, and burne it. Thus they fully made knowne un. ' 


to all both by word.and gefture, and by more ſuch like expref- | 


fions they then uſed, not onely their indignation againlt it, 
but that they would never make uſe of ir more.One of them did 
then diſcover the bottome ofhis witchcraft, confeſſing that ut 
firſt he came to be a Pawwaw dy Diabolicall Dreames, wherein 
he.ſaw the Devill in the likeneffe of foure living Creatures; 
one was like aman which he ſaw in the Ayre., and- this told 


him that be did know all things uponthe I{land;and what was | 


to be done; and this he ſaid had its re{idence over his whole 
body. Another was like a Crow, and did looke out 'fharply to 
diſcover miſchitfes coming towards him, and had ics reſidence 
in bis head, The third was like to-a Pidgeon, and/had ivs-place 
in his breaſt, and was very cunning about any buſinefſe. The |

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fourth was like a Serpent, very ſubtile to doe miſchiefe , and 
alſo to doe great cures, and theſe he ſaid were meere Devills, 
and ſuch as he had truſted to for ſafetie,and did labour to raiſe 
up for the accompliſhment of any thing in his diabolicall 
crafg, but now he ſaith, that he did deſire that the Lord would 
free him fcom them,and that he did repent in his heart,becauſe 
of his {inne. 

The other ſaid his Conſcience was much troubled for 
his finne, and they both defired the Lord would teach them 
his wayes, have _ upon them, and pardon their finnes, 
for Jeſus Chriſt his ſake: and truely ic did give to us who were 
preſent a great occaſion of praiſing the Lord, to-ſee thoſe poore 
naked ſonnes of Adam,and ilaves to the Devill from their birth

The Indians did all much rejoyce to ſee the Pawways 
turne from their wicked wayes to ſerve the Lord, Notlong af- 
ter the Pawwaws had forſaken their 01d way, on a Le&ure day 
after Exerciſe diverſe Indians defired to become the ſervants of 
the Lord, amongſt whom was a Pawwqw , called. Tequanonim, 
who was of great eſteeme and very notorious; for he as they 
ſaid, and in their ignorance conceived, never did hurt to any, 


| but alwayes good, endeavouring the good and preſervation 


of the Indians; whereunto alſo he was accompted by them to be 
firongly provided.” And as himſelfe ſaid he had been poſſefſed 
from the- Crowne of the head to the ſoal of the foote wich 
Pawwaywnomas, not onely in the fhape of living Creatures, as 


Fowles,Fiſhes,and creeping things,bart Brafſe, Iron, and Stone. 


It was therefore the more to be acknowledged the worke of 


God, that he ſhould forſake this way, his friends, his gaine, to 
| F follow 
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fs\low the Lord, whoſe wayes are ſo deſpiſeable in the eyes of 
devilliſh minded men. This Pawway declaring by what meanes 
the Lord touke him off this devilliſh Trade, ſaid that he had 
heard ſome things from-my Father ,- who evoke occaſion to 
diſcourſe with him about the way of true happinefle, that he 
ſhould never forget, bleffed/be God, his Counſell had ſo good 
an cffc&, as I hope it hath on many others : It pleaſed the Lord 
who will have a}] the gods of the earth tobe terrible unto him; 


.For he meeting Mumanequem in the wood by accident,told him. 


that he was glad he had an opportunitie to ſpeake his minde 
unto him, for he had many ſearchings of heart about his 
Pawwawizg, and did thinke it wasnota good way, and that 

God was angry with him for it ; for ſaid he my wite hath been: 
a long time ficke; and the more ] Pawwaw for her, the ſicker ſhe 

is; And this doth agree with an obſervation of the Indians of 
this Iſland, viz. that ſince the Word of God hath been taught 
unto them in this place, the Pawwaws have been much foyled 
in their devillifh taskes, and that inſtead of curing have rather 

killed many 3 but in a word the fruit of this and all other 
meanes was a publique manifeſtation of hatred to his former 

wayes, wondcring he was yet alive who was ſo ſinfull, and: 
that he defired'to be betrer; and to believe in Chrift, for whoſe 

fake onely , he did believe his ſfinnes could be pardoned, 'and' 
that he did defire to heare the word of God, This man hereby 

hath made thoſe of his own houſe to be his Enemies; his wife, 

his children, and moſt of his friends and kindred, who remaine 
obſtinate ſtill, whereby he meets with many troubles $& temp= 

tations : one of his brethren being very ficke did earneſtly de. 

fire that he wonld Pawwaw for him, which he refuſed, his bro- 

ther told him that he might keep it private,but he till refuſed, 

telling him that notwithſtanding that, if he ſhould anſwer his 

defire, he ſhould breake his Covenant, and ſinne againft God ; 
and therefore would not. 

There came prefling in at the ſame time about fiftie Indianr, 
deſiring to joyne with the worſhippers of God in his ſervice. 
It would be toolong for mee to ſer downe whatevery one ſaid 
before they entred into Covenant, onely this [ may not omit, 
that all of them came confeſling their finnes, ſome in y_ 

the 
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the naughtineſſe of their hearts, hers in particular, athist1 


iinnes they had livedin : and allo they all deſired to be made 
better, and to attend unto the Word of God, to that end 


looking onely to Chriſt Jeſus for ſalvation. I obſerved alfo 


that they generally came in by Families, bringing alſo their 
Children wich them, ſaying, I have broughc my Children too, 
1 would have my Children icrve God wich us,] defire that this 
ſon and this daughter may worſhip Fehovab, and if they could 


bur ſpeake, their parents would have them ſay ſomething, to 
-*ſhew theic willingneſle to ſerve God : And when the Comman- 
- dements. were repeated, they all acknowledged them to be 


ood, and made choice of Fehovah to be their God, promiſing 
b; his helpe to walke accord:ng to his Counſells : Ard when 
they. were received by them that were before in this generall 


"Covenant, it was by lowde voyces giving thinkes to God that 


they were met together in the wayes of Fehovah : this is all be- 
fore the end of the yeare 1 6 5 0. 

And now through the mercy of God there are an hundred 
ninetie-nine men, women, and children, that have profeſſed 
themſelves to be worſhippers of che great and everliving God, 
There are now two meetings kept every Lords day, the one 
three miles, the other about Eight miles off my houfe : Hid- 
comes teacheth twice a day at the neareft, and Adumanequcns ac- 
eordingly at the fartheſt, che laſt day of the weeke they come 


, unta me to be informed touching the ſubje&X they are to han- 


dle : And the Lord doth much aſliſt them, bleſſed be the name 
of the Lord. I have alſo undertaken to keepe by the helpe of 
Ged two Le&tures amongſt them, which will be at each once 
a fortnight : And I hope it will be by the bleſſing of God very 
profitable unto them. This winter | intend, if che Lord will, 
to ſet up a Schoole to tezch the Indians to reade, viz. the Chil- 
dren , and alſo any young men that are willing to learne, 
whereof they are very glad. Iam alfo endeayouring their Co- 
habicationswith all convenicnt ſpeed, that fo they may be 
more helpfull one to another ; and alfo the better advantaged + 
to carry on that. worke they have ſet upon to Gods glorie,and 
their owne comfort. And what I have writtew concerning the 


Pawwawes, and the fiftic Indians, that were admitted to thoſe

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that worſhipped God in@ne day : There were diverſe Engh 
both eye andeare witneſſes thereof, as well as my ſelfe, and 
wee could notþbut acknowledge much of the Lords power and 
goodnefſe to be viſible amongſt them, who without being dri- 
ven by power , arallured by gifts, were ſo ſtrongly carried a- 
gainſt thoſe wayes they ſo much loved, to love the way that 
nature hates, Let us therefore magnifie the Lord, who alone 
doth this, and ſeeke unto him to doe more and more ftil], that 
ſo one generation may praiſe his works to another,and that ſo 
both wee and them may abundantly utter the memory of his 
great goodnefſe and power, In that new fong, Revelations 5. 9;

heard Mr Eliot afficme, that he is fo well perſwaded of che
